Surge in theft of 
county road signs

county road signs across Fulton County. Signs 
that identify county roads, stop signs, etc. are 
being stolen and vandalized.

Contract renewal time 
for superintendent 

Fulton County Superintendent Dennis Bledsoe has officially 
entered into contract negotiations with the members of the school 
board. On Thursday, Feb. 21 Bledsoe asked for a three-year con¬ 
tract, with his current contract ending on June 30, 2013. 

He has made this request early to give himself ample time to con¬ 
duct a job search if the board chooses not to renew his contract. 
“I can not conduct a job search in May or June because all new 
superintendent positions will have been tilled by July 1,” he said. 
“Positions are starting to open up across the state.” 

Bledsoe was looking for an answer Thursday night, but didn’t get 
it. While he understands that new board members have only been 
on the board for two months, he feels that their previous involve¬

Solar farming draws 
some local interest 
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Zickefoose retires from the force, 
Woods will be Chief Deputy

After writing the grant for the 
Fulton County Sheriff’s Office 
(FCSO) to obtain funding for a 
deputy, Danny Zickefoose was 
offered the full-time position 
back in 1997, after being hired 
on a part-time basis in 1996. Six¬ 
teen years and two sheriffs later, 
Zickefoose has decided the time 
has come to turn things over to 
the next generation in law en¬ 
forcement. His last full day with 
the FCSO will be Friday, March 
1, unofficially. Officially he will 
call it quits on March 31. 

“I just decided it was time,” 
he said about his decision to re¬ 
tire now. “There comes a time 
when you look up and decide 
it is time to go.” He is ready to 
teach others everything he has 
learned since he started as a re¬ 
serve deputy under, then Sheriff 
Corky Hill. At that time Bobby 
Hopper was Sheriff Hill’s Chief 
Deputy. 

Zickefoose was associated, 
on a part-time basis, with Sher¬ 
iff Hill beginning in March of 
1989. Before working in Fulton 
County Zickefoose’s previous 
law enforcement experience 
involved working in Hickman 
County for five years in the early 
80s, four years with the campus 
police at the University of Ten¬ 
nessee and a stint with military 


intelligence from 1968 to 1974 
(three years activity duty and 
three years with the reserves). 

Before leaving at the end of 
March Zickefoose will be busy 
turning over his workload to 
Robby Woods. Woods has been 
with the Sheriff’s Office for 
seven years and will be mov¬ 
ing up in the ranks making the 
transition to Chief Deputy. John 
Amberg, a recent addition to the 
FCSO, will be joined by Johnny 


Smith to fill the other positions 
in the Sheriff’s Office under 
Sheriff Bobby Hopper. 

“There is a huge amount of 
paperwork, with both federal 
and state government reports, 
required to be completed by the 
Chief Deputy,” explained Zick¬ 
efoose last week. “We also keep 
records for the fiscal court. We 
track information and provide

With U.S. consumers 
spending about 10 percent 
of their disposable 
annual income on food, 
it is nice to know that 
food is more affordable 
in America than in the 
Philippines, China and 
Japan. Japan spends 14%, China 
32% and the Philippines almost 
four times as U.S. consumers at 
38%. 

Food Check Out Week 
reminds us that the agriculture 
and food industries employ 
approximately 24 million people 
nationwide. U.S. agricultural 
exports generate more than 
$100 billion in business activity 
annually. 

Almost 90 percent of U.S. 
farms are operated by families 
or individuals and that is evident 
here in Fulton County. 

Today’s farmer, using less 
land, water and energy than 
previous generations, grows 
enough food and fiber to feed 


154 people. 

When applied to calendar 
days, the average American 
earns enough income to pay 
for his entire year’s supply of 
food in just seven weeks. By 
comparison, the same person 
must work until mid-April to 
pay for annual taxes. That’s 
seven weeks for food and more 
than three months for taxes.

the teachers who are sitting here 
we have basically the same ser¬ 
vices teacher wise as when I 
came.” 

He added that districts ev¬ 
erywhere are losing teachers, 
with some losing as many as 
10. “We are not expected to lose 
any, maybe one at the most,” he 
said. “If funding doesn’t come 
through.” 

He again asked the board 
Thursday night to make a de¬ 
cision to give him time to start 
looking for a position if they 
choose not to renew his con¬ 
tract. “I just want to know if 
you are going to bring me back 
or not,” he reiterated. Bledsoe 
wasn’t looking for an answer on 
his pay or the time frame, stat¬ 
ing it was all negotiable. 

“I am asking for a vote of 
confidence and asking you to 
employ me for next year,” add¬ 
ed Bledsoe. He still didn’t get 
an answer Thursday night. 

“If I change my position from 
two minutes ago I am taking 
back water on my own convic¬ 
tions,” stated Patrick. Wanting 
to give all the information avail¬ 
able to him fair justice, Patrick 
wanted the additional time hav¬ 
ing a chance to talk about it. 
Turner agreed with Patrick. 

Bledsoe then added that he 
likes it here, while also stating 
that he has had other job offers 
in the past three years. “I like 
the lifestyle,” he said. “I have 
bought a house. I attend church 
here and my wife volunteers at 
the schools. I am invested in the 
community. I think those com¬ 
mitments mean a lot.” He feels 
the district needs some stability.

Pilot Acadmey 
is thriving, 
would like 
your support

Four years into a commitment 
from Robbie Rudolph to make 
a difference into the lives of the 
students of the four river coun¬ 
ties, a difference is beginning 
to be seen. Rudolph’s creation 
of the Four Rivers Scholarship 
Foundation (FRSF) has given 
many Fulton County students a 
chance to attend college. 

Overall retention of scholar¬ 
ship recipients for 2012-2013 
in Fulton is 82% and first year 
graduates is at 90%. Look¬ 
ing beyond first year graduates 
the percentage currently sits at 
72%. These are encouraging 
numbers. 

Another encouraging statis¬ 
tics is the amount of dual credit 
hours currently being offered to 
students through the Pilot Acad¬ 
emy. “The amount of hours has 
doubled,” stated Dianne Owen, 
with the foundation. “This is 
great.” This semester students 
are taking 
137 hours 
this semes¬ 
ter, not in¬ 
cluding the 
dual credit 
courses of¬ 
fered at 
the Fulton 
County Area 
Technol¬ 
ogy Center 
(ATC). 

Owen and 
Greg Curlin, a member of the 
Four Rivers board, were both 
on hand during last Thursday’s 
school board meeting inform¬ 
ing the board of all the posi¬ 
tive things that have transpired 
through the inception of the 
FRSF and the Pilot Academy. 

“Our main goal is to get stu¬ 
dents ready for college,” stated 
Owen. Through programs like 
Rudolph Reader, career fair for 
fifth and sixth grade students, 
and a visit to the ATC for sev¬ 
enth and eighth grade students, 
the foundation is set to help 
achieve this goal. 

There is proof that the stu¬ 
dents at Fulton County want to 
improve their test scores. “They 
have come up four places in 
their plan test scores,” added 
Owen. 

With more and more students 
taking dual credit courses and 
wanting to take the tests to earn 
certification in different areas 
offered at the ATC, additional 
funds are needed. “We need to 
ask the community to help sup¬ 
port the Pilot Academy,” stated 
Curlin. “Businesses and farmers 
are being asked to sponsor stu¬ 
dents to keep the Pilot Academy 
growing. 

The savings are significant 
for these students. Through the 
academy WKCTC offers them 
six hours for $50 versus $840 
for a six-hour credit class. 

Online classes through Racer 
Academy are $180 versus $359 
per credit hour on the web or 
$1,077 per class when taken at 
Murray State as a freshmen. 

“It has taken just about four 
years to change the culture of the 
students in the four river coun¬ 
ties,” added Owen. “We want to 
continue to make a difference 
for these students who couldn’t 
afford to go to college before. 
They were falling through the 
cracks, but not anymore.”

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Ward “Butch” Burnette farms in Fulton County 


Ward Watkins “Butch” 
Burnette was bom on April 9, 
1941, at Fulton, Kentucky. He 
was the first of the four children 
of Naylor Ward Burnette and 
Mary Kay Watkins Burnette. 

After graduating from Fulton 
City High School, Burnette 
attended the University of 
Kentucky and also Murray State 
University where he studied 
agriculture. 

In the summer of 1959, 
Burnette met Frances Marie 
Hardy, the daughter of Anna 
Mae Reese Hardy and the late 
Floyd Smith Hardy. They were 
married on August 7, 1960, at 
the bride’s home church, Liberty 
Baptist Church on the middle 
road west of Fulton, Kentucky. 

Marie, a graduate of South 
Fulton High School, was a 
member of the marching band 
of which she was a majorette 
and served as drum majorette 
her senior year. 

For several years they made 
their home on the Burnette 
homestead near Union 
Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church, as “Butch” was 
engaged in farming. They later 
moved into Fulton where they 
are presently living. 

To this union two children 


were born: Connie Frances 
(1962), and Jeffrey Ward 
(1963). 

Both children attended Carr 
Institute and are graduates of 
Fulton City High School. 

In 1980, Connie married 
William Timothy O’Neal and 
they have one child, a daughter, 
Julie Ellen O’Neal and they 
reside in Fulton County near 
Fulton. 

Like his father, Jeff is interested 
in farming. He is attending 
Murray State University on a 
football scholarship studying 
agriculture. On August 8, 1982, 
Jeff was married to the former 
Debbie Witherspoon. 

The Burnette family 
are members of the Union 
Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church, where “Butch” taught 
the Young Married Sunday 
School Class (1973-76). And 
also was Youth Director for 
several years. Marie has served 
the church as organist for the 
past 18 years. 

Burnette was selected West 
Kentucky Farmer of the Year 
(1973), Kentucky Pork Producer 
of the Year (1974). Fulton 
County Farmer of the Year 
(1974), Kentucky JC Farmer of 


the Year (1975), and one of five 
outstanding Young Democrats 
of the year (1976). 

As a full time farmer and 
having been reared in a district 
with agriculture being its main 
industry, Burnette became 
concerned for this farming 
community and announced 
his intentions to run for a 
seat in the Kentucky House 
of Representatives. He was 
elected in 1976 to represent 
the four river counties, Fulton, 
Hickman, Carlisle and Ballard. 
He is presently serving his 
fourth term.

Partners incentives. 

Max Wilson, a Fulton County 
farmer, made the investment 
to go solar in 2011. “I am not 
sorry at all that I did it,” he 
said. “There is no maintenance, 
the panels are just sitting there 
putting out power.” He estimates 
within five to 10 years he will 
have recouped his expenses 
and from then on it will be pure 
income. 

“I began the process back 
in May 2011,” added Wilson. 
“I was able to take advantage 
of the REAP (Rural Energy 
for American Program) grant 
and other incentives.” There 
are different tax credits and 
incentives now, but the expense 
of purchasing the needed 
equipment is also less expensive 
now than it was when Wilson 
made the decision to go solar. 

Wilson and a few other farmers 
in the county who have made 
the investment by adding solar 
panels to their land also have the 
opportunity to take advantage 
of different incentives. Some of 
those incentives now include a 
30% federal investment through 
a tax credit, use of a 5-year 
depreciation schedule, and a 


state income tax credit. 

Another advantage is 
being able to sell the power 
generated by your solar panels 
to TVA. The property can sell 
the electricity they generate 
to TVA. “TVA is the buyer,” 
explains Cam Kenimer, Fulton 
County Extension Agent. “They 
(farmer or homeowner) can 
then buy back electricity needed 
at the regular rate.” When TVA 
buys the power from someone 
generating solar energy, they 
receive .09 cents above the 
current TVA rate. 

When Wilson signed on with 
Hickman Electric his buy back 
rate was .12 cents above their 
rate. “They were very receptive 
to the idea,” stated Wilson 
about Hickman Electric. “I did 
have to buy a larger transformer 
to handle the additional 
electricity.” 

Wilson now has two meters 
at his farm shop. “This is all 
separate from my home,” he 
explained. “One meter tracks 
how much electricity my 
farm/shop uses and the other 
tracks how much it produces. 
Hickman Electric then subtracts 
the kilowatts I use and pays me 
for the difference.” 


The TVA Green Power 
Providers Program (www.tva. 
com) is also available in this 
area. This program offers several 
advantages, including longer 
term contracts and a “fast track” 
process for smaller systems. 
Up to 7.5 megawatts (MW) of 
renewable generation capacity 
is available for purchase through 
Green Power Providers through 
December 2013. 

This year there are two 
significant changes for those 
deciding to go solar, including 
the size of the system individuals 
are allowed to install on their 
property. When Wilson had 
his installed, there wasn’t a 
size limitation. “You can only 
install as large of a system as 
you will use,” stated Kenimer. 
Your electricity provider will 
calculate how much you use by 
reviewing your bills from the 
previous year. 

“Plus, last year a grant would 
pay up to 25% or $10,000, but 
this year the grant is paying 50% 
or $15,000,” Kenimer said. This 
grant is called the Kentucky 
Ag Development Grant. It is 
eligible for farmers who receive 
at least 20% of their income 
from farming.” Kenimer added 


this is good for smaller farmers 
who are looking to install a 
solar system because it will pay 
a larger portion for them at this 
time. 

Maintenance doesn’t seem 
to be an issue at all. It has been 
more than a year and Wilson 
said he cleaned the panels, all 
156 of them, last spring when 
there was an unusual amount of 
pollen. He also did a test during 
the drought, removing the dust 
from some of the panels to see if 
they produced moi^c^jppfigeitjy 
than the others and he found 
that it didn’t change the output. 
“It didn’t change the production 
at all,” he said. “So they are 
cleaned whenever it happens to 
rain.” The panels are estimated 
to last 30 to 40 years. 

It seems this has been a win- 
win investment for Wilson. 
“Everything comes from the 
sun,” said Wilson. “That’s what 
they told me when I first made 
the call to LightWave. All our 
energy comes from the sun 
initially. Just like in farming 
we use machinery, tractors and 
the sun to grow corn. Now 
I am doing the same thing 
with machinery and the sun, 
producing electricity. Both are 
farm income for me.” 

Bill McCloskey, Director 
of Financial Services for 
Kentucky Agricultural Finance 
Corporation (KAFC), was also 
on hand to answer questions 
about agricultural loan programs 
available for those with questions 
about financing options. 
KAFC loans available include 
agricultural infrastructure, 
beginning farmer, diversification 
through entrepreneurship 

in agribusiness, large/food 
animal veterinary, agricultural 
processing and coordinated 
value-added programs.

One 
of those statistics shared by 
Frizzell stands out. 

According to the CDC, 
in 2011, more deaths can be 
attributed to motor vehicle 
accidents than firearms. In 2011 
33,687 deaths were caused by 
traffic accidents while only 
31,672 deaths were caused by 
firearms. There were even more 
poisoning deaths than firearms 
in 2011, with 42,917. When 
owning a firearm there are a 
lot of things to consider when 
thinking about safety. Frizzell 
provided everyone with the 
following general rules: 

• Before handling any firearm, 
understand how it operates. 

• Always safely store and 
secure your firearm. 

• Always lock and store 
bullets in separate locations. • 
Make sure children do not have 
access to the gun safe/cabinet 
keys. 

• Always treat every firearm 
as if it were loaded. 

• Always keep your firearm 
pointed in a safe direction. This 
is particularly important when 
loading, unloading, or field 
stripping the gun. 

• Never place your finger 
inside the trigger guard unless 
you intend to fire. 

• Never use alcohol or drugs 
before or while shooting. 

Frizzell also stressed the 
importance of keeping a 
personal firearms record. This 
record should include the model 
number and serial number of 
each firearm, along with the 
manufacturer, type and action,

caliber or gauge, cost, and 
purchase location. This process 
aids in the recovery of firearms 
that are stolen. 

“Do not store this record with 
your weapons,” he said. “It 
should be kept separate from 
your firearms to assist police in 
the event your firearms are ever 
lost or stolen.” 

Frizzell, who is a licensed 
firearm dealer, also talked 
about the effect that pending 
legislation has on the firearm 
market. He said that a couple 
of months ago, a Bushmaster 
AR-15 could be purchased for 
$800. Now, individuals looking 
for the weapon can expect to 
pay up to $2,000. This is due 
to the talk in Washington, D.C. 
of pending litigation involving 
“assault weapons.” The AR- 
15 is classified by many as 
an assault weapon, primarily 
because it is equipped with a 
pistol grip. It is the civilian 
version of the U.S. military’s 
M-4, the only main difference is 
that it is not engineered to fire in 
3-round bursts. 

“The AR-15 is no different 
than any other rifle, it just looks 
meaner,” Frizzell said. 

The fear that the rifle may be 
banned has caused thousands 
to run to their local gun dealer 
for the item, resulting in a short 
supply of the rifle, a higher 
demand, and a soaring price. 
It’s a price many are willing to 
pay, however, to get their hands 
on the weapon before they are 
banned. 

The same fear of litigation has 
drastically reformed the market 
for high capacity magazines, 
those capable of holding up to 
30 rounds of ammunition. These 
magazines are made primarily 
for military-style weapons, such 
as the M-16, M-4, and AR-15, 
along with Soviet-style weapons 
such as the AK-47. In many 
markets, desperate shoppers 
cannot get their hands on the 
magazines because they are 
in such short supply. This has 
resulted in a soaring price for 
the magazines, and has drawn 
some to desperate measures. 

Last week, 798 30-round 
capacity magazines, valued at an 
estimated 7,429.38 were stolen 
from the Army National Guard 
Armory in Lexington, Tenn. 
Five suspects, who were all 
Soldiers in the Guard, including 
a Staff Sargent, three Specialists, 
and one Private First Class, 
have been apprehended and 
charged with Theft over $1,000. 
By the time the magazines were 
noticed missing, 200 of them 
had already been taken out of the 
state. According to local police, 
all of the magazines have been 
recovered. 

Anyone who wants to 
purchase a gun from a licensed 
dealer must pass a background 
check through the National 
Instant Criminal Background 
Check System. The Brady 
Handgun Violence Prevention 
Act of 1993 was signed into 
law requiring Federal Firearms 
Licensees, like Frizzell, to 
request background checks on 
prospective firearm transferees. 
The background check is not 
required if purchased from an 
individual.

that information to those who 
need it.”

“I will continue to 
carry a badge as a reserve,” he 
added. “I will help out on occa¬ 
sion, making a trip or two when 
needed.” You might also see him 
in court from time to time. 

Over the years things have 
definitely changed since Zick¬ 
efoose began his career in law 
enforcement. “We didn’t have 
walkie talkies, tasers, or pep¬ 
per spray,” he said. “When you 
got in your car to answer a call, 
you were no longer in contact 
with dispatch. You were on your 
own.” 

Another difference is the 
academy training. “We learned 
on the street,” added Zickefoose. 
“The first academy was in Mar¬ 
tin in the 1970s and it was two 
weeks long. Now it is 18 weeks 
and there is talk of expanding it 
to 22 weeks.” 

Early on Zickefoose remem¬ 
bered purchasing his own gun. 
“The city issued you six rounds 
of ammunition,” he said. “Just 
enough to load your pistol. Now 
we have 16-shot auto loading 
pistols with at least another 30 
rounds in spar magazines.” 

The varieties of and amounts 
of drugs on the streets has also 
evolved during Zickefoose’s 
time working in law enforce¬ 
ment. “Only two illegal sub¬ 
stances were on the streets when 
I first started,” noted Zickefoose. 
“That was marijuana and a little 
LSD around college campuses. 
Now there is cocaine, metham- 
phetamine and marijuana is still 
out there.” The abuse of pre¬ 
scription drugs is also another 
matter to deal with when patrol¬ 
ling. 

Trust is definitely a huge fac¬ 
tor when working in law en¬ 
forcement. “We rely on each 
other,” added Zickefoose. “You 
build great relationships and 
friendships with the people you 
work with on a daily basis. I will 
definitely miss it and them.” 

Zickefoose will also miss the 
investigative work involved 
with being in law enforcement. 
“I enjoy it and will miss it, but 
it just seemed that this was the 
right time to make the transition 
into retirement,” he said. 

He will also miss the interac¬ 
tion with the public. “We treat 
everyone the same,” Zickefoose 
noted. “The Sheriff takes an 
oath of office that is unique. We 
agree to enforce the law equally, 
impartially without fair or favor 
to the rich and to the poor. We 
take the oath seriously.” He re¬ 
members that everyone is a hu¬ 
man being and they need to be 
treated with respect and dignity. 

“I will miss his years of expe¬ 
rience,” stated Sheriff Hopper. 
“I don’t have to tell him what 


to do. He just knows to do it.” 
Sheriff Hopper realizes dur¬ 
ing the adjustment period over 
the next several months he will 
probably have to request things 
that he needs to be completed, 
as everyone learns the ropes. 
Sheriff Hopper pointed out that 
the Chief Deputy is responsible 
for not only his own job, but 
needs to be able to fill in at a 
moment’s notice if the sheriff 
becomes indisposed. 

One thing Zickefoose will not 


miss are the calls in the middle of 
the night. “I won’t miss that and 
I won’t miss child abuse inves¬ 
tigations,” he said. “Those have 
always been terribly hard.” 

Something else that has been 
difficult over the years is watch¬ 
ing people self destruct once 
they get involved with drugs. 
“Seeing bright young men and 
women, first catching them with 
marijuana, and then cocaine 
and now meth is hard,” reflects 


Zickefoose. “Sending them to 
the penitentiary, watching them 
lose weight, and head into a 
downward spiral, it wears on 
you after while.” 

All and all, Zickefoose has 
enjoyed his time at the Sheriff’s 
Office. “All the folks I have 
helped over the years in Fulton 
County has been satisfying,” he 
said. “I hope that the citizens 
recognize that we are here to be 
helpful.”
